2.50 (a)(2) Time and Method of Identification.... repeated failure to have an official form 
of identification on all puppies that are less than 1 6 weeks on the premises (class “A” dealer) 

3.6(a)(1) Primary Enclosures.... repeated failure to maintain primary enclosures so they are 
structurally sound and in good repair 

3.6(a)(2)(i) Primary Enclosures... .repeated failure to construct and maintain primary enclosures 
so that they have no sharp points or edges that could injure the animals 

3.6(a)(2)(ix) Primary enclosures... .repeated failure to properly construct and maintain all 
surfaces such that all surfaces in contact with the animals can be readily cleaned and sanitized 

3.11(b)(2) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping and Pest Control....repeated failure to 
properly clean and sanitize food and/or water receptacles as prescribed to prevent an 
accumulation of dirt, debris, food waste, excreta, and other disease hazards.
